NEW LAWNS 

First, spade or cultivate the soil 
a few inches deep and grade it 
with a rake. Sometimes a 2x4 
can be pulled over the surface to 
help distribute the soil evenly and 
make it level. 

At this point, unless you’re im- 
patient for quick results, take 
time and grow a crop of weeds. 
This will take a couple of weeks, | 
but will eliminate many of the! 
weeds which would have come up| 
in the new lawn. After the weeds | 
have come up, hoe them off and! 
rake the ground to prepare it for 
the seed. 





SEED 
Blue grass and clover are fav-} 
orite grasses for making new! 
lawns. The seed should be sown 
by using one pound for each 150 | 
square feet of ground. If the seed 
is sown too sparsely it encourages 
weeds by leaving them more room 
to grow. Sow the seed and rake 
it lightly to cover it. It is bene- 
ficial to use a roller, but not al- 
ways imperative. i 
FERTILIZER | 
If a good grade of steer manure ; 
which is free from weed seed can| 
be obtained, it should be scattered 
lightly .ver the newly sown lawn. 
It not only fertilizes but also 
serves to hold moisture while the 
seed is starting. If you elect to 
use a good commercial fertilizer 
in place of the manure, it should} 
be applied just before rather than! 
just after the grass is sown. 
WATER 
Now, keep the new seed moist: 
by watering it lightly from two to 
four times a day, depending on the 
weather, You'll notice your new 
lawn begin to turn green in about 
five days. 
SOAK SWEET PEA SEED 
Sweet pea seed germinates best 














if allowed to soak in water for 
from six to ten hours. If any of 
the seeds have not swelled, they 
should be chipped or filed and put 
back in water until they do swell.
